chief detective

w as executing 
o rders from the head of the police de 
p a rtm e n t found him self under charge? 
au d suspension. 
D espite the opposition brought to 
b ea r against the p resen t reform ad 
m inistration, however, those charged 
w ith execution of the laws are going 
ahead ag ainst th e conditions th a t have 
flourished for years, a nd Philadelphia 
is being “den n ed up” iii a w ay never 
before witnessed by tin* present gen 
era Lion of citizens. 


Police C o m m is s io n e r A tta c k e d . 
George D. Porter, com m issioner of 
public safety ami head of the police 
d epartm ent, found him self tile object 
of hostility from “ m ysterious” sources 
as soon as fie assum ed office on Dec. 
4. IOU. 
A ttem pts w ere made to dis 
credit Ins chief lieutenant. D etective 
H a rry 
D. 
Jacobs, 
investigator 
of 
crim inal affairs and leader of the vice 
squad. 
It is not know n yet who th e 
men “ higher up” w ere w ho Induced tin* 
bringing of frivolous charges again st 
him. 
However, they failed in their 
purpose, b ut a more serious m ethod of 
atta c k on the com m issioner of public 
safety followed. 
A w om an carry ing an infant in her 
a rm s appeared a t tin* residence of C om ­ 
m issioner Porter at W ay ne Junction, a 
su b u rb of Philadelphia, and told tin* 
w ife of tile com m issioner th a t the la t­ 
te r w as its father. 
T he w om an is su p ­ 
posed to have been bribed to tell this 
story by the crim inal elem ent and by 
certain politicians w ho were profiting 
by graft and law b reak ing and found 
th eir interests interfered with by the 
reform methods of the com m issioner of 
public sa fefy. 
AII efforts to find th e w om an with 
th e child have baffled th e com m issioner 
and his friends. 
H er action has ap 
parentlv th** sam e m ainspring as th a t 
w hich has prom pted th e charges against 
Mr. 
P o rter’s detective. 
Mr. 
Jacobs 
charged three |*o!icetnen w ith being 
concerned in accepting money for hold 
ing up th e service of a w arra n t on a 
resort run by a notorious woman of the 
Tenderloin 
district. 
T he 
detective 
backed up his ch arge w ith affidavits 
obtained from the only known w itness­ 
es to the allege*! transaction, men and 
women of the underworld. 


Squad L e a d e r Suspended. 
In ste a d of aiding him to m ake o u t a 
case and assist in clearing out the d e ­ 
partm ent. if there w ere any men there 
in guilty, as he charged there were, the 
“sy ste m ’’ hastily WPTiTTcf w ork to dis 
credit hist evidence, to “save” the ac­ 
cused men. and, for this purpose coun­ 
ter affidavits against Mr Jacobs and 
his sq uad w ere sought. 
D etective Jacobs w as brought up on 
charges and suspended. 
Mr. Jacobs 
said th a t the whole affair was a con 
s p in n y to injure him and through him 
to d iscred it th e comm issioner. 
In th e m eantim e Mr. Porter, as an 
evidence of his confidence in Detective 
Jacobs, restored him to duty, w ith in ­ 
creased pow er to act on his ow n ju d g ­ 
m ent.

sum ed difs' Crusade and In Ills l a t e s t 
clearing out of resorts reports the ai­ 
rest of fifty five men aud thirty-five 
women w i t h -criminal roc*) rd s.

and women, proprietors o f resorts, and 
closed resorts to the n um ber of 1.000. 
Scores of m inisters and hundreds of 
citizens have indorsed the work of 
Mr. P o rter and Ids investigator. Tin 
streets have been practically c lea m ) 
of objectionable characters. 
At least 
tw en ty five of the largest gambling 
houses have linen forced to close their 
doors. W hen a delegation of m inisters 
railed on Mr. P orter and asked him to 
abolish tin* conditions th a t existed he 
assured them lie would do so. 
D espite these efforts, g raft lins not 
been elim inated entirely. 
How wide 
the "s y ste m ” is no one professes to 
know, b ut this Is a p a rt of the work 
to w hich th e investigation is now be 
lug turned. 
Even the p o l i t i c a l oppo­ 
nen ts of M ayor Blan ken burg and his 
reform com m issioner of police, w hile 
not alw ays agreeing w ith their poli­ 
cies and methods, agree th a t they have 
accom plished much.
